WHAT SHOULD FOSTER PARENTS KNOW 
ABOUT THE CHILDREN THEY ADOPT? 

view the impression child-placing agencies 
that many foster parents desire know little nothing 
the background child whom they are considering 
for adoption great interest receive from man 
and woman middle western city questionnaire 
which they are sending out organizations which 


they have applied for child. This couple has already 
adopted child who now three years old. They plan 
adopt other children till their family numbers six. 
The interesting variation their approach the prob- 
lem from that many other prospective foster parents 
that they insist upon complete family and personal 
history any suggested child and order that may 
understood exactly what they mean 
they have drawn seven-page typewritten question- 
naire specifying the exact facts which they wish 
informed. This questionnaire assumes much higher 
standard case study thar many child-placing agencies 
have yet attained. divided into four sections deal- 
ing with the history (1) The Mother; (2) The Father; 
(3) Relatives other than parents; and (4) The Child. 
The questions asked these sections are too detailed 
for complete enunciation here, but some those asked 
about the mother the child are illustrative the rest. 


(a) General health now and during childhood. 
(b) Acute infectious diseases. 
Tested for venereal disease. 
(d) Epilepsy. 
Condition 
(a) Evidence feeblemindedness, insanity, 
emotional instability. 
(b) Unusual gifts abilities. 
Parents’ account disposition and behavior 
child. 
(d) Amount schooling. 
(e) Teachers’ account school progress, aptitudes, 
interests, achievements. 
History 
(a) What positions have been held now and for- 
merly. 
(b) Employer’s opinion worker’s character, 
ability, and intelligence. 
the child illegitimate 
(a) What the mother’s own exp!anation her 
going wrong? 
(b) Can the child’s grandparents throw any light 
her behavior? 
(c) What the type her friends? 
(d) What her attitude toward the father now? 
(e) Does she love her baby? 
(f) Does she want keep it? 
(g) so, what are her reasons for giving up?” 


The section Relatives Other Than Parents speci- 
fies fairly complete personal history maternal and 
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paternal grandparents and each aunt and uncle. The 
questionnaire whole presupposes that agencies will 
able furnish family history through two genera- 
tions, with detailed and authentic personal histories 
the individuals whose lives most directly influence the 
heredity and development the child, and addition 
exact and detailed personal history the child him- 
self. establishes precedent intelligent caution 
the part the “ultimate consumer” the child-placing 
field that were only more typical would exert 
pressure agencies low standard improve the 
quality their work. unlikely, however, that 
many prospective foster parents will exact high 
level achievement unless agencies themselves educate 
them what they ought know the family and 
personal history child whom they wish take 
their own. child-placing agencies themselves knew 
much this mid-western couple wish know, 
wonder whether many children would placed for 
adoption. Would not complete knowledge all the 
factors case frequently suggest other plans more 
just parents, child, and foster parents than permanent 
placement the child family not his own? 


FROM SOUTHERN MEMBER 


“Tt quite evident that there movement among 
child welfare workers give new emphasis the im- 
portance rearing children among their own kin. This 
has not seemed regarded important principle 
past years. The idea has been take child, sepa- 
rate him from his own people, make break complete 
that could never get touch with them again, and 
let his foster parents adopt him and bring him 
their own. else the child was brought institu- 
tion and was demanded that all right him sur- 
rendered legal signature. Gradually there has come 
into the minds many our foremost thinkers upon 
the subject realization that this was all abnormal. 
the development the idea rendering assistance 
financial way mother that she might bring her 
own children herself there has grown the principle that 
this perfectly sane and normal and that the whole 
method contrast with the abnormality the other. 
For ourselves, welcome the advent the principle 
and hope will prevail. The tide sentiment favor 
Mothers’ Aid evidently rising steady way. 
should not the least surprised within few years 
methods child care should change such extent 
that dependent children shall largely cared for 
their own close blood kin. would difficult 
controvert the sanity the 
September, 1925. 


LEAGUE NATIONS UNDERTAKES CHILD 
WELFARE 

The Assembly and Council the League Nations 

last year took over the work formerly carried the 

International Association for the Protection Chil- 


dren, and the first meeting under its auspices was held 
May this year. Official representatives were present 
from ten nations Central and Western Europe and 
South America. Miss Grace Abbott, Chief the 
Federal Children’s Bureau, represented the United 
States consultative capacity. Two committees 
were created—one deal with traffic women and 
children, and the other with child welfare. Miss 
Abbott has made the following statement: 


“Tt was generally agreed the committee that the 
most useful function which the League can perform 
this field assemble and make available experts 
child welfare the facts about present child-welfare con- 
ditions and about methods that have been found possi- 
ble and practical different countries. The method 
work, was decided, should (1) the assembling and 
analyzing laws and reports, (2) field studies ex- 
perts new pieces work being done the various 
countries, and (3) discussion and consultation the 
members the committee groups experts 
assembled for that purpose. For the first year the Com- 
mittee will undertake the following program: 

study the laws relating the protection 
life and health early infancy, the age con- 
sent and the age marriage, and regulation and 
restriction child labor. 

Preparation international convention for 
the assistance repatriation foreign children 
who are abandoned, neglected, delinquent. 

Study the effect family allowances the 
birth rate and infant mortality rate. 

The effect motion pictures the mental and 
moral well-being 


HELPING THE VOLUNTEER 


There have recently come our desk from the Child 
Welfare Division the American Legion sample records 
case investigation, record child’s family, personal 
history child, investigation prospective foster 
home, supervision blank, letter references, etc. 

Those charge the Division are using this method 
teaching the local Legion Child Welfare Committees 
what the various steps are which must taken bring- 
ing aid child. 

Actual cases are used, with all identifying information 
changed. Asa result the teaching material vivid, im- 
pressive its authenticity, and, since the cases have 
been handled, clearly within practical possibilities. 
The Division chiefs are well satisfied with the initial 
results the method. They are, course, referring the 
Legion members established agencies, instructing 
them use the Confidential Exchange and utilize all 
local resources. Agencies that have cases veterans’ 
children for whom they need help ought keep 
mind that they may write the Child Welfare Division, 
American Legion Headquarters, Indianapolis, Indiana, 
for guidance working out plans with the local Legion 
posts. Reciprocity service the ideal.

WESTERN MENTAL HYGIENE STATION 


article the Colorado Psychopathic Hospital 
the Mental Hygiene Bulletin for September, 1925, de- 
scribes institution that should great help 
organizations, schools, and institutions dealing with 
children. instrument around which services are 
being built for the State general that will have pro- 
found effect. 

Older communities are not too well equipped with 
such services many instances, that not sur- 
prising find quite inadequate provision newer 
States. Nevertheless, Colorado has already taken cer- 
tain steps toward supplying such service. Available 
the Public Schools Denver the clinic connected 
with the University Denver, which extensively used 
the attendance officers whose work gradually being 
transformed into that visiting Such soci- 
eties the Colorado Children’s Aid Society also have 
access for service beyond the simple determination 
mental levels. Pueblo there are the beginnings 
psychiatric clinic conducted doctors from the Hos- 
pital for the Insane and from private sanitarium. 
Greeley the Juvenile Court one time used the 
psychological facilities Colorado Teachers’ College 
for such diagnoses. 

Such unrelated and struggling beginnings will 
greatly aided the new hospital. Significant the 
alertness those responsible for children the new 
opportunity the evidence furnished the experience 
the traveling clinic, which six days referred in- 
fants, pre-school children, school children, and 
adults for neuropsychiatric examination. 

The inauguration psychiatric work relatively 
new community confers real opportunity those 
responsible for the chance they have link and 
develop the various services: educational, medical, and 
case work, which have woven together with the 
psychiatric work achieve the best results. 
educational step relatives patients the hospital are 
invited lectures twice month the meaning, cause, 
and treatment mental disorders. would antici- 
pate special courses for social case workers and also for 
parents and teachers. 

While such hospital new community lacks 
many codperating facilities that older communities 
offer, believe that this can more than compen- 
sated the creation modern work untrammeled 
traditional community customs, the managers see 
their field one whole.

CHILDREN 


She calls venture social and has 
this say her reasons for satisfaction the work: 


“You remember used think would into 
teaching, but when finished high school married. 
husband and can afford provide comfortable 
home for our two girls, but really, you know, taking care 
two children scarcely occupies time, and with this 
big house the outskirts the village hands 
seemed shame not have bigger family. 
Besides, own two little girls were growing selfish 
having their every want attended promptly and 
they were growing rather narrow too, thought. They 
needed more children play with and children vari- 
ous kinds and ages. thought about for long time, 
but knew that Will could not afford take children 
free. hope send the girls college they wish 
go, and now the time when can best save toward 
their education. did not seem quite fair take 
the added expense another child; besides, did not 
want just one more child, but several. Then one day 
happened meet Miss A., social worker from chil- 
dren’s agency Boston, and she and manage things 
now. 

see. have already answered ‘why it.’ 
for girls’ sakes order give them com- 
panionship, and for own sake order give 
interesting job, and for the sake, too, may say so, 
though perhaps sounds conceited, the homeless 
little youngsters who are made happier and hope 
better living with for while. Miss and the 
child-placing organization behind her explain the ‘how 
You see they give $4.00 week for each 
child and that does cover the extra expense for food and 
laundry and they provide clothing and the medical care 
too and share the responsibility. That means lot, 
tell you, for one the children gets sick espe- 
cially naughty, don’t have shoulder the whole 
problem myself but can talk over with Miss A., who, 
she cannot advise me, takes some specialist who 
knows what do.” 

winter attended course lectures Boston 
that were given especially for foster mothers and 
really felt kind professional pride job. 
think the neighbors sort disapproved first. did 
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says gives him chance work with boys once 
while, and you know how fond boys is. 
course, likes girls too. Really, guess don’t care 
much what the neighbors think. They never speak 
any more. guess they have gotten used it.” 


The worker who reports this interesting statement 
the Annual Report the New England Home for Little 
Wanderers for makes this honest comment: 


Annual Report would hardly complete with- 
out giving credit these women who form indis- 
pensable part our organization. wonder some- 
times whether they are helping social service for 
children whether are the helpers and they are the 
‘regular staff.’ 

Social workers are generally inspired motives 
service; are those persons who adopt children into 
their families. But there are other men and women who 
are not social workers and neither wish nor are able 
adopt children whose desire for service ought 
utilized for the benefit neglected children. One such 
speaks above.

Mr. William Hodson, formerly Director the 
Department Social Legislation the Russell Sage

Council New York City October Mr. Hodson’s 
achievements child welfare are well known the 
members the League, whose Executive Committee 
member.

efforts the largest city the country the most 
difficult task that kind yet attempted and will, with- 
out doubt, value elsewhere well. 


During the past winter the League responded 
appeal our Florida member, Mr. Marcus Fagg, 
asking for help Secretary the Florida Code Com- 
mission securing material which base the draft- 
ing and promotion adequate body law.

TONSILS AND ADENOIDS 

Why have Tonsils and Adenoids? When think how 
often becomes necessary perform either both 
tonsillectomy and adenectomy, naturally wonder 
whether not the tonsils and adenoids really have any 
need for their existence. 

However, today believed that the tonsils and 
adenoids, due their location the entrance the 
bronchial tubes and lungs, sometimes aid 
bacteria which would cause bronchitis, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, addition these tissues, perhaps, 
secrete substance which passes into the blood stream 
during fetal and early life, and, its virtue, influences 
the body growth and development. 

Why are the Tonsils and Adenoids subject disease? 
Perhaps, after infancy, the tonsils and adenoids lose 
most their growth-producing power and act largely 
barriers against disease the lungs: function that be- 
comes increasingly more important after early infancy. 
beyond this period that the contagious diseases are 
extremely prevalent. Therefore, due their function 
and location, organisms various kinds enter the tissue 
intervals, setting definite inflammation, either 
acute chronic. this way either acute chronic 
tonsillitis presents itself varying periods almost 
all children, and not infrequently adults.

North Carolina’s State Orthopedic Hospital Gastonia 
the result gift $15,000 presented the hos- 
pital for that purpose Duke, New York. 
This sum will build and equip ward ten beds and 
maintain until the next session the General Assem- 
bly, when State funds for continued maintenance will 
asked. 


The “mothers’ system was introduced 
Michigan 1914. According the biennial report 
the State Welfare Commission, the number such 
pensions during the year ended June 30, 1924, was 1,853, 
the number children affected was 5,383, and the total 
amount paid out was $1,741,656. Sixty-nine per cent. 
the allowances were awarded widows, but deserted 
wives, divorced women, unmarried mothers, and women 
whose husbands were insane, paralytic, tubercular, 
institutions also received assistance the care their 
children. 

Comparative tables given the July issue the 
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Monthly Labor Review (Washington) show that the 
number allowances given Michigan 1924 was 
per cent. greater than the number paid 1915. The 
average expenditure per child per week has increased 
from $1.15 $2.14 1924. 


interest the Child Welfare League America 
the grant $10,000 year for five years the Laura 
Spelman Rockefeller Memorial Foundation the Uni- 
versity Toronto for work the field child study. 
Early 1925 the League staff studied the provisions 
for child care Toronto, finding that such study facili- 
ties, while existing, need and further 
developed, are not informed what weight our find- 
ings had securing the grant, but the new work will 
aid greatly carrying out our recommendations for 
community development meet the child care needs.

The municipal authorities Rome have decided 
establish vocational guidance office with the following 
functions: provide information the children the 
four higher school grades trades and occupations, 
means pamphlets, lectures, moving pictures, and 
visits factories and work places; familiarize the 
children and their parents with the requirements the 
various occupations; and ascertain the physical and 
mental fitness the child. Detailed records, including 
both mental and physical data, will kept for each 
child the four grades. 

does not cost money give serious and thorough 
attention complaints. one complaint made, 
safe assumption that good many other persons are 
affected the thing complained of, and haven’t said 
anything.— Better Times.

They also request case work field 
representatives this Society verify family 
histories.

hopes establish friendly contact with the preg- 
nant unmarried girl and, behalf the coming 
child, assist her the following ways: 

make sufficient investigation able 
refer her the Maternity Home the hospital 
best suited her needs. 

not resident St. Louis, arrange for 
her return her home least see that the 
financial burden borne her relatives her 
own community. 

aid her own family readjustments 
that she may remain her own home with 
relatives when advisable. 

place her private boarding home or, 
the early stages pregnancy, wage home 
where she may assist with the work. 

arrange for proper medical care before, 
during and after confinement. 

secure legal advice and help establish- 
ing paternity and securing support for the child. 

every possible case keep the mother 
and child together assisting the mother find 
work where she may have her baby with her, 
boarding home where she may have the baby cared 
for during the day, the mother work out and 
return night; make such other plan 
seems best for the mother, the child and the 
community. 

assist her social adjustments and 
introduce the girl agencies offering proper rec- 
reational facilities. 

exceptional cases training may given 
increase the mother’s earning power, develop her 
character and add her value the industrial 
world.
